APPORTIONMENT OF REPRESENTA. 
TIVES. 

The bill for the Apportionment of Representa- 
tives, under the fourth census, has passed the 
House of Representatives,—giving one Represent- 
ative for every 40,000 of representative population, 
being an increased ratio, as established by law, in 
1810, of 5,000, and will, instead of the present num- 
ber 187, give the House 25 additional, making a
